data, said statistical data comprising the numbers of passengers arriving to and 
leaving the floor during predetermined time windows; and that the said control 
logic has been arranged to interpret the prevailing traffic type as an incoming 
peak traffic condition if at least one peak elevator has been detected and the 
statistical data collected indicates an incoming peak traffic condition. 

Claim 19 is therefore not new in the sens of Article 33(2) PCT.
